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INTRODUCTION. 


F the ſeveral motives to this publication, that might be 


mentioned, there are two which ought not o be paſ- 
ſed in filence. 


The one is that the Subſcribers in particular, and the Public 
in general, may be fully informed in what manner their be- 


nevolent contributions, to the relief of the poor Palatines, have 
been diſpoſed of. 


The other ; that it may be known hereafter among ourſelves, 
andother nations may alſo learn, how ſtrangers, left deſtitute and 


forlorn, on theſe hoſ pitable Shores, have been treated by the 
Inhabitants. 


Be it likewiſe an incitement, to 8 gratitude to that 
gracious Power, that has bleſſed us with hearts capable of com- 


miſerating, as well as with the means of relieving the diſ- 
treſſes of our fellow creatures. 


The following Letter inſerted in the Daily Advertiſer, Auguſt 
the 29th, 1764, will perhaps exhibit a clearer view of the 


circumſtances that excited the compaſſion of the Public, than 
any other terms we can uſe. |

Hor you will permit me, by means of your paper, to in- 
form thoſe who have the power to redreſs it, of the very 
ak © deplorable fituation of the poor unhappy Palatines, lately arrived 
«© here from Germany. They are in number, men, women, and 
children, about 600 *; conſiſting of Wurtzburghers and Palatines, 
<< all Proteſtants, and were brought hither from their native country 
by a German officer, with a promiſe of being immediately ſent, 
© to ſettle at his own expence, in the iſland of St. John 
c and le Croix, in AmericaF; but by ſome inability, he has 
<< been obliged to decline the undertaking ; ſo that inſtead of their 
A „„

282 a tract of land, ſituated between the rivers St. John and Ste. Croix, in Nova 
otia. 
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being ſhipped off for thoſe places, ſome of them have lain during 


the late heavy rains, and are now lying in the open fields ad- 


* jacent to this metropolis, without covering, without money, and 
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in ſhort, without the common neceſſaries of life, others lie lan- 
guiſhing under the complicated evils of Sickneſs, and extreme 
Want, at the Statute-hall in Goodman's-fields, and more than 
two hundred remain on board the ſhip, which brought them 
over, on account of their paſſage not being paid for, where 
they are periſhing for food, and rotting in filth and naſtineſs. 


Collections have been made at the German churches and 
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chapels here ſeveral times to afford them ſome relief, but as 
the number, of theſe poor creatures, is ſo conſiderable, it is im- 
poſſible by ſuch means to furniſh them, with a regular and con- 
tinual ſupply, adequate to their wants ; ſo that, unleſs ſome pro- 


* viſion is very ſpeedily made for them, they muſt inevitably 
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periſh. 


Theſe unfortunate people would think themſelves inexpreſſibly 
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happy, if the Engliſh Government would be graciouſly pleaſed 
to take them under its Protection, to allow them for the preſent 
ſome ground to lie on, tents to cover them, and any manner 
of Subſiſtence, till it ſhall be thought proper to ſhip them off, 
and ſettle them in any of the Engliſh Colonies in America, 
where I doubt not, they will give their Protectors and Bene- 
factors conſtant proofs of their affection and gratitude for ſuch 


kindneſs, by behaving as becometh honeſt, induſtrious, and 
dutiful ſubjects to the Britiſh Government. I take the liberty 
of thus expreſſing the hopes and wiſhes of theſe wretched 


beings, as they have no friend to intercede for them, who has 
intereſt ſuflicient for ſuch an undertaking, or even a knowledge 
of the proper method of application. 


© That their diſtreſſes are unutterably great, I myſelf have 
been too often a mournful witneſs of in my attendance on them, 
to adminiſter the duties of my function: with one inſtance of 
which I ſhall conclude this melancholy detail. One of the poor 
women was ſeized with the pangs of labour in the open fields, and 
was delivered by the ignorant people about her in the beſt manner 
| they 
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they were able ; but from the injury the tender infant received 
in the operation, it died ſoon after I had baptized it, and the 
wretched mother, after receiving the Sacrament at my hands, 


expired from the want of proper care and neceffaries ſuitable 
to her afflicting and truly lamentable condition. 


« That the ALMIGHTY may, of his infinite mercy, incline 
the hearts of the great and good of this kingdom, diſtinguiſhed 
for its charity and hoſpitality, to take under their protection theſe

Ta ESE circumſtances were no ſooner made known, than 
multitudes of all ranks and denominations haſted to contribute, 
according to their abilities, to the relief of theſe abandoned 
Strangers; unfortunate we cannot call them, becauſe by this 


| benevolence they were ſoon relieved from the moſt preſſing 


exigencies, and, by His Majeſty's goodneſs, and the charitable 
aid of the Public, they are now on their way to poſſeſs the free- 
dom of Britiſh ſubjects, with the means of ſubſiſting more com- 
fortably than in their native country; and by their uſeful labour 


and induſtry repaying the kindneſs of the Country that has 
adopted them. 


That the current of Public benevolence might however be 


properly directed, it was thought expedient to call together ſuch 


of the Contributors and others as were diſpoſed to lend their 
advice and aſſiſtance in concerting the moſt ſpeedy and effectual 


meaſures for the preſent ſupport and ſubſiſtence of theſe 
emigrants.

HAT upwards of 400 ;nduſlaions foreign Proteſtants of the 
Palatinate, and other parts of Germany, having been ſedu- 
ced, from their own country, and brought into this Kingdom by 
the Sieur Stumpell a Germanofficer, upon promiſes and aſſurances 
of encouragement and ſupport, which he had neither authority 
to declare, or ability to execute ; the ſaid foreign proteſtants 
abandoned by the ſaid Stumpell, were reduced to great diſtreſs, 
and very deplorable muſt have been their fate, had they not 
been relieved by the charitable contributions of many of your 
Majeſties loyal and well-diſpoſed Subjects, excited, and ani- 
mated thereto, by. your Majeſties great example.

to what colony they ſhall be ſent, and allo to fignify your Royal 
Directions to the gyvernour of ſuch colony, that he do forthwith 
upon their arrival, give them all poſſible countenance, protec- 
tion and ſupport, and cauſe a proper diſtrid of land, in a con- 
venient ſituation, to be ſurveyed and allotted to them, with ex- 
emption from Quit- rent and remiſſion of Fees of ſurvey, and 
other Rents and Charges, as has been uſually granted in caſes of 
the like nature, more particularly in the caſe of the French

this Kingdom, to direct, that the ſaid German Proteſtants ſhould 


be ſent to the province of South-Carolina, in order to become 
Settlers in that province.

to His MaJesTyY, that it will be. neceſſary to ſupply the ſaid 


German Proteſtants with a quantity of ſmall arms and ammu- 
nition for their ſupport and defence. His MEST y in Council 
is thereupon pleaſed to order, that one hundred and fifty ſtand 
of arms compleat, with twenty barrels of gunpowder, and 
flints and ball in proportion, and likewiſe a quantity of ſpare 
ramrods, be delivered for the uſe of the ſaid German Proteſtants 
out of His MajzsTY's ſtores, into the hands of ſuch perſon as 
ſhall be appointed by the ſaid Committee to receive the ſaid 
arms and ammunition, in order to their being ſhipped on board 
the veſſel or veſſels that carry the faid German Proteſtants to 
South-Carolina, that they may be diſtributed amongſt them on 
their arrival in that province. And the maſter general of the 


ordnance is to give the neceſſary directions herein accordingly.

And 
the ſurpluſages of ſuch proviſions, unexpended during the above- 
mentioned voyage, together with the proper packages of each

SIR, | 

T HE incloſed copy of a petition to His Majeſty, from us a 
Committee choſen to manage the charitable contributions 

for the ſupport of a number of German Proteſtants, lately 
brought into this Kingdom, and a copy of His Majeſty's Order 
in Council held thereon, ſetting forth that His Majeſty has been 
graciouſly pleaſed to approve of the ſeveral propoſals contained 
in the ſaid petition, and to determine that theſe people ſhall be 
| ſent 
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ſent to South Carolina, and that His Commands would accord- 
ingly be fignified to the Governor of that Province to the pur- 
port, of the ſeveral requeſts in our petition, will inform you of 
their preſent ſtate, as far as relates to the Adminiſtration of 
Great-Britain. And moreover we beg leave to inform you, that 
His Majeſty has been graciouſly pleaſed, to order His Maſter 
General of the Ordnance to deliver to us 1 50 ſtands of Arms, and 


other Neceſſaries appertaining thereto, for the uſe of the ſaid 
Germans, 


This Committee having already compleated the principal pur- 
poſe of their Inſtitution, by having provided for the immediate 
ſupport and maintenance of theſe poor Emigrants while here, 
and having alſo provided for their commodious tranſportation 
to Charles-Town South Carolina, in two good ſhips, have now 
only remaining the no leſs effential duty of providing (as much 
as in them lies) for their happy eſtabliſhment under your Govern- 
ment; and as it is with much ſatisfaction, that they find this 
falls under the care of a Gentleman fo capable, and fo willing 
to anſwer the gracious Intention of His Majeſty, and the ſan- 
guine wiſhes of ſo many generous Contributors to this laudable 
Charity : and as from your well known Character we are em- 
boldened to hope, that you will cheerfully undertake this Taſk, 
from the motives of your own Humanity, as well as that you 
will with all proper Zeal acquit your Duty, in the fulfilling His 
Majeſty's Orders, relative to this point. We therefore preſume 
to make known to you our Solicitations on this head, referring 
the ſame however to your deciſion in thoſe Points, wherein your 
intimate Knowledge of the Colony muſt make you ſo proper a 
Judge, and to ſuch obſervations, as his Excellency Governor 
BooNE will do us the favour to add in the Letter to you on this 
ſubject, which he has been ſo good as to aſſure us, he will 
write accompanying this. | 


It has been ſuggeſted to us, that it may be the intereſt of 
many People in South Carolina, to entice many of the Artifi- 
cers, and uſeful hands in this Body, to abandon their commu- 

nity, 
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nity, and enter into private ſervices, and thereby fruſtrate the 
intention of ſettling them in Townſhips by themſelves, or in 
ſuch as are already in part ſettled by Iriſh Proteſtants and others. 
We hope therefore we ſhall not be deemed to tranſgreſs the 
bounds of that reſpect, with which we ſubmit our opinion to 
yours, that we expreſs our anxiety on this head, and preſume 
to requeſt your taking ſuch meaſures to prevent theſe inconve- 
niencies, as the neceſſity of the caſe requires, and as the nature 
of things will admit of. And as we are informed that we ſhall 
be entitled to a Colony Bounty, of four Pounds ſterling per head 
Paſſage Money, upon bringing into the Province ſo many Pro- 
teſtant Subjects, we therefore preſume to defire the favour of 
your Advice and Aſſiſtance, to Mefirs. Woopproe and Car n- 
CART, Merchants in Charles-Town, whom we ſhall appoint. 
our Agents, for managing every branch of this Bufineſs, as far 
as relates to our department, in order the more effectually to en- 
able them to paſs the ſame through the proper offices, and to 
obtain payment thereof. And we alſo beg you will give your- 
ſelf the trouble to enable them to obtain likewiſe the Colony 
Bounty of one, Pound ſterling per head, (to be appropriated to 
buy working tools) to lay out accordingly in ſuch things not 
already provided for by us, under your authority and directions. 


In order to ſave you as much trouble as poſſible, in the differ- 
ent branches of this Undertaking, we ſhall order our ſaid 
Agents to pay the Captains, or Agents for the Ships, in Charles 
Town, the remainder of Freight due to them, after all theſe 
People and their Baggage are ſafely landed: and they will like - 
wiſe be ordered to defray the charge of conveying them to their 
allotted Settlements. And as it will be neceſſary that theſe 
helpleſs People ſhould be ſupplied with proviſions for ſome 
time untill they can ſupport themſelves, we ſhall order that the 
Colony Bounty, of four Pounds per head Paſſage Money, ſhall 
be appropriated to theſe purpoſes. 


For your greater help in forming your Plan of Settlement for 
theſe People, we think proper to fend you the incloſed return 
D ” of 
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of their names, age, ſex and profeſſions, whereby you will 
obſerve that the number of them at preſent is about 400. 


We think it it proper alſo to acquaint you, that our Agents 
will have orders from us to regulate their conduct in every tranſ- 
action, relating to the truſt we ſhall repoſe in them by your

Gentlemen, | 


8 we preſume that the Hon, WILLIAM Burr, Eſq; Lieute- 
nant Governor of South Carolina, has communicated to 

you the contents of a letter we did ourſelves the honour to write to 
f | him

him lately, (under date of the 22d of September laſt) by way 
of previous notice of what His Majeſty's Order in Council, and 
his Miniſters inſtructions more at large will order him to do for 
the proper eſtabliſhment, in His Majeſty's ſaid Colony, of a 
body of about 400 poor German Proteſtant Emigrants, who 
were lately ſeduced under falſe pretences into this kingdom : 

We muſt therefore refer you to this Gentleman for your further 
information of the riſe, progreſs, and preſent. ſituation of 
the Truſt we hold as a Committee appointed by a General 
Meeting of the Contributors to this Charity. And as we are, 
(from the motives of our own Humanity, as well as from that 
Duty we owe to the Public) defirous to promote their commodi- 
ous and comfortable eſtabliſhment in ſuch townſhips'as the Lieu- 
tenant Governor may allot for their ſettlements, and as we have 
already communicated to him our ſentiments, and ſollicited 
his aid and afliſtance in a private capacity, (at the ſame 
time not in the leaſt doubting his attention to His Majeſty's 
Orders and Inſtructions on this head) to accompliſh this laudable 
End; we alſo think it proper for the management of the ſeveral 
ſubordinate tranſactions of this truſt that may be inconſiſt- 
ent with his ſtation, and which properly fall under the notice 
of merchants in your extenſive ſcene of- buſineſs, to appoint 
an agent and commiſſary for theſe purpoſes ; and as you are 
recommended to us as fit and proper in all reſpects for a truſt of 
this nature, we therefore defire you will accept thereof. 


And as we have taken ample care, for the ſafe and commo- 
dious conveyance of theſe people and their effects to Charles- 
Town, in the ſhip Union, captain Smith, and the Dragon, 
captain Hammett ; by each of which ſhips we ſend you a dupli- 
cate of this letter and the papers incloſed : we take the liberty 
to communicate to you ſuch inſtructions as ſeem expedient to 
effectuate their eſtabliſhment in South Carolina, ſo far as 
the Money under our direction may enable us; withall deſiring 
you will in fulfilling theſe our orders, regulate your conduct by 


ſuch 
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ſach directions as his Honour the Lieutenant Governor may from 
time to time point out to you, or as your own, experience and 
diſcretion may ſuggeſt. 


We defire, Firſt, That if * company of any of the ſhips 
which carry theſe Palatines to South-Carolina ſhould. prove un- 
healthy, and ſhould therefore by the authority of your government 
be ordered into quarantine in their ſhipin the harbour, or upon 
ſome iſland near Charles-Town, you will in this caſe give them 
all poſſible aid for their ſpeedy recovery, and uſe all proper 
means to have them well attended and taken care of in all re- 
ſpects. 


Secondly, That as FOR as theſe people are ſafely landed in 
Charles-Town, you will immediately take the neceſſary meaſures 
to obtain on our account, and for our uſe, (as we import them 
into the province at our own expence,) the Colony bounty of 4 /. 
ſterling per head paſſage- money, and 1 /. ſterling per head of 
thoſe of a certain age, for providing working tools, which 
money you muſt give us credit for, furniſhing us with an ac- 
count thereof, and appropriate to ſuch uſes as we ſhall therein 


direct. 


Thirdly, That ſuch part only of the bounty of 1 J. ſterling per 
head may be laid out for providing working tools, &c. as may 
appear neceſſary to the proper officers appointed by the govern- 
ment of South-Carolina for the appropriation of this money for 
the purchaſe of ſuch things only as may be deficient in the ſundry 
articles of this kind which we have bought here, and which are 
contained in the ſundry packages, of which we now incloſe you 
an invoice and a bill of loading. 


Fourthly, That you will pay the Captains or Agents, for the 
Ships in Charles-Town, at the rate of 3/, 25. 6d. ſterling, in 
Carolina currency, at the courſe of the Exchange then current, 
for every whole paſſenger taken in at London, of which we 
now ſend you herewith an exact return, in 30 days after 
the ſaid Captains have landed all their people, together with all 

their 
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their baggage, trunks, boxes, beds, hammocks, bed-cloaths, 
&c. and the ſundry goods contained in the incloſed Invoice 
and Bill of Loading; and alſo all the remainder of three full 
months proviſions for 180 perſons in each ſhip, as ſet forth in 
our Advertiſements unconſumed upon the voyage, together with 
all the packages, containing them, and all the ſmall utenſils 
uſed upon the paſſage; and in ſhort, after they have fully 
complied with their Contract; a copy of which, and the Ad- 
vertiſement in the News-Papers to which it refers, is herein 
incloſed. 


Fifthly, That after you have obtained ſatisfaction upon the 
above Points, after having ſettled all Accounts in conſequence 
thereof, and after having made proper enquiries, amongſt the 
moſt worthy of credit, of the Palatines in each ſhip, and 
gained ſufficient Intelligence to enable you, that you will fur- 
niſh each of the Captains with a certificate of their conduct, in 
all reſpects during the voyage, upon which will depend their 
receiving a gratuity from us, for the attention and care which 
they have promiſed us to exert, throughout this Undertaking. 


Sixthly, That you will uſe for the immediate main- 
tenance of theſe people, in Charles-Town, all the looſe or 
broken packages of the ſhips proviſions to * delivered to 


you for their uſe. 


Seventhly, That you will ſave entire, and ſend up to their 
Settlements, for their maintenance there, all the whole, or un- 
broken packages of the ſaid ſhips proviſions. 


Eighthly, That you will ſend them 1 their baggage, 
arms, ammunition, and tools, to their allotted Settlements, at 
the expence of this Committee, and provide a proper number : 
of waggons, for their carriage. 


Ninthly, That you will maintain them with freſh Beef, Pork, 
and Bread, or other good common k provations, upon their 
E rout 
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rout or journey, and for three months after their arrival upon 
their Settlements, appropriating the whole, or unbroken pack- 


ages of the ſhips proviſions for this latter purpoſe. 


Tenthly, That you will maintain them afterwards, upon 
their Settlements only, with. a ſufficient quantity of Bread, untill 
their own grounds can produce a crop of Corn, and not ex- 
ceeding the 3oth of Sept. 1765. 


Eleventhly, That you will buy, apd ſend up to their Settle- 
ments, for their immediate uſe there, a ſufficient ſtock of live 
cattle, ſuch as one cow and one calf, alſo one ſow, to every 
two heads of families having children, and a proper number 
of males to the above. 


Twelfthly, That you will make up, and ſend to the Com- 
mittee as ſoon as may be, regular accounts of your diſburſe- 
ments from time to time. 


Thirteenthly, That you draw Bills at the current Exchange 
upon RosBterT NETILETON Eſq; Merchant in London, 
Treaſurer to the Committee, for what you may want on our 
account, as ſoon as the money in your hands (ariſing from the 
ſaid Colony Bounties) is expended. We think it proper to 
acquaint you, that as the accommodation of theſe people, and 
proper room in the ſhips for the plentifull ſtock of provifions, 
for their uſe in the paſſage, would not allow the ſtowage of 
all their baggage and effects in the ſhips they go in, we have 
therefore kept back a great. part thereof, which will follow 
them in about ten days, in the ſhip Planters Adventurer, Capt. 
Lowley : and in order to make the more ſleeping room in both 
ſhips, and as a kind of check, or guard upon their baggage, 
which is an object of great concern to theſe poor people, we 
have alſo kept back 33 of their number, who will alſo follow 
the reſt, in the ſaid ſhip Planters Adventure, and by which 
ſhip we ſhall write to you again; therefore in caſe of the 


detention of this laſt ſhip, ſo as to occaſion any uneaſineſs in 
| thoſe 
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thoſe that may be arrived, we defire you will make them 
eaſy on this head. Endeavour if poſſible to get them moved 
towards their Settlements, upon leaving another ſmall party in 
Charles-Town, to receive and convoy up their baggage, when 
it may arrive, which muſt alſo be done in waggons as before 
ſet forth, and at our expence. 


As his Honour the Lieutenant-Governor is entitled to 
the direction of every thing relative to theſe people, 
and as we have the higheſt opinion of his Zeal, as a 
private Gentleman, for the promotion of an Eſtabliſhment ſo 
advantageous for the province of South-Carolina, we have 
therefore acquainted him, that all our Inſtructions to you 
ſhould be ſubje& to his Alteration and Controul, with which 
we muſt now defire you will in every reſpect comply. 


We cannot cloſe this letter, without recommending in the 
moſt earneſt manner, this affair to your moſt ſollicitous 
care and attention; and as we have reaſon to fear the 
bad conſequences, which may attend their long detention in 
Charles-Town, by the many attempts that will be made, to 
induce the moſt valuable members of ſuch a community to deſert 
their body, and enter into private ſervices, we muſt therefore 
particularly recommend the prevention of this, as an im portant 
object of your vigilant attention.

Neave and Son, for half of the freight, &c. of the ſhip Dragon. 


That the four German Gentlemen do ſee the remainder of 
the Palatines embarked with their baggage. 


October the 3oth, 1764. It was reſolved, 
That the Treaſurer do diſcharge captain Lowley's bill of 
freight for Palatines and baggage, amounting to the ſum of 
291/, 145. by his ſhip Planter's Adventure,

Tu Committee having in this manner provided for the im- 
mediate ſubſiſtence of theſe Emigrants, procured them a 
commodious paſſage to the colony alotted them, intereſted 
his Honour the Lieutenant Governor and Agents of the Com- 
mittee in promoting their ſettlement to the utmoſt of their 
power, and ſeen them ſafely embarked, they next turned their 
thoughts to the generous Contributors, who had enabled them 
to make ſuch effectual proviſion for theſe ſtrangers. 


Let it not be ſurmiſed that the Committee are of opinion, that 
thoſe who gave on this occaſion, did it with a view that their 
good works might here be recorded; they are amply convinced, 
that Humanity, not meaner motives, prompted to this benevo- 
lence. Juſtice nevertheleſs is due to all, and to thoſe who are 
entitled to rewards by well doing, more particularly. | 


When therefore the neceſſary buſineſs was diſpatched, the 
Committee ordered, that a liſt of the generous Contributors to 
this Charity ſhould be prepared, and publiſhed with this ac-

* a few Days: for which generous and ſeaſonable donation, 
* they could only thank him with ſigns and tears, of joy, not 
* being able to ſpeak Engliſh.” This article was inſerted in 
the Daily-Advertiſer, of Auguſt the 3oth. It appears that the 
Baker is one John Schwankenberg of Farthing-ſireet Spittal-fields, 
who according to his promiſe, called upon them twice after- 
wards, diſtributing at each time 24 half. peck loaves, 


Thomas Leach, Baker, oppoſite to Whitechappel Church, re- 
lieved the Palatines with Bread, and Money, at different times, 
to the amount of ſeven Pounds fifteen Shillings, before the Sub- 
ſcription for their relief was begun. 


A widow woman of WWhitechappel Pariſh, name unknown, 
who keeps a Turner's-ſhop, generouſly gave 100 Bowls, and 
as many wooden Spoons, which were likewiſe very ſerviceable, 
Another perſon diſtributed in the Camp, upwards of 200 
pair of Shoes and Stockings, an act of great and conſiderate 
Humanity.

«© On the 14th inſtant, Captain Hammet arrived with the firſt 


Embarkation. Being informed that the whole number on board 


his Veſſel were very fick, I ordered a Doctor on board to exa- 
mine whether there was any infectious Malignancy amongſt 
them, in which caſe the Laws of the Province, and common 
Prudence require a ſtrict Quarantine. Upon his Report that 
there was not any infection; but that twenty had died on the 
Paſſage, and as many more would probably die in a few Days, 


I directed that they ſhould be landed without loſs of time, and 


carried in Carts to their Quarters, deſiring a Doctor, who has 
been long employed in his Majeſty's Hoſpital here, to viſit 
them, allotting two of the Officers Rooms for an Hoſpital, for 
thoſe who were in moſt danger. And having Blankets, Sheets 
and other Neceſſaries, belonging to the Barracks, they were 
diſtributed amongſt them. Notwithſtanding all poſſible care, 
twenty have died fince they landed, and by the Returns of 
the Doctor there are thirty-eight of them {till ſick, though 
he is in hopes moſt of them will in time recover : Indeed 
ſuch was the Mortality, and fo offenſive their Stench, that the 
Town was near being alarmed with the dread of Malignancy. 
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The ſurviving Sick exhibit the moſt moving Scene of Diſ- 
treſs, by their Deſpondency and Lamentation for the loſs of 
Parents, Relatives, and Friends; and you may be aſſured that 
they, and particularly the Orphans, ſhall receive every Com- 
fort that is in my Power to give them; eſpecially as your pro- 
vident Inſtructions to your Agent has prevented every Want, 
which Money could guard againſt, by leaving a diſcretionary 

Power in ſuch Matters, and Contingencies, as your Inexpe- 
rience in American Climates muſt render you unacquainted

have thought proper to allow them a few days to refreſh 
themſelves, and to converſe with ſome diſcreet Men of their 
Country, in this Town, before I ſent for them. As ſoon as 
I can know their Inclination, with regard to ſettling together 
or intermixing with Britiſh Settlers; and when it can be judged 
what number of Waggons is ſufficient to tranſport them and 
their Baggage, I ſhall ſend as many out of Town as are able 
to bear the Journey. If their Tents had fortunately come 
with them, they would have afforded ſhelter on their Lands, 
till they build their Huts. 


The moſt proper Place for their Settlement, as being in the 
richeſt Land will be 170 Miles from Charles-Town, to which 
place there is a good Waggon Road, near the Townſhip of 
Hillſborough for French Proteſtants, Belfaſt and Boonſborough 
for Iriſh, between and beyond which, are many Engliſh Settlers, 
furniſhed with Stocksof Cattle, and who are planting Wheat and 
Corn.

Reſolved, that a preſent be made to Mr. Drummer, of five 
Guineas, for his Care and Labour in diſtributing the Proviſions 
to the Palatines, from the time of their landing in England, to 
their embarking for South Carolina.

you have ſo generouſly Aſſiſted, alſo Invoice and Bill of

We have carefully peruſed your Orders, and hope we 
ſhall be able ſtrictly to execute them; and are glad we can 
aſſure you that we have all the Aſſiſtance that the Lieut. 
Governor's Kindneſs, and Humanity can Mive us for that 
purpoſe. We have alſo received all the whole and broken 
Packages of Proviſions that were left, 


Capt. Hammet's Faſſengers arrived in a pitiful Condition, 
from Sickneſs they had contracted on the Voyage ; twenty of 
them died on the Paſſage, and the greateſt part of the others 
were in a deplorable Condition, On their Arrival they were 
viſited by a Phyſician of Skill, Candor, and Experience ; who 
reported to the Lieut. Governor of their Sickneſs, that it re- 
ſembled what they call in England the Goal Diſtember ; the 
Lieut. Governor thereon ordered Capt. Hammet to bring up 
his Ship and land them near the Barracks, about a Mile diſtant 
from Charles-Town ; which were in good Order to receive 
them, and are capable of Lodging 1500 Men commodiouſlly ; 
before'they landed freſh Beef, Bread, Greens, and Roots were 
ſent on board and ready for them on their landing at the Bar- 
racks; where they were attended by Doctor Millegen, a 

Gentleman well acquainted with Camp Hoſpitals ; whoſe di- 
rections with regard to the Sick we have ever followed, and 
provide for them whatever he directs ; we have enquired of 
the moſt creditable and indeed of every one (by Interpreters) 
what Treatment they had received on board, and all agreed 
that Capt. Hammet had treated them with the utmoſt Kind- 
neſs and Humanity, and gave the Sick the greateſt part of 
the Proviſions he had for his own Store. A few days after- 
ward arrived Capt. Smith of the Union, his Paſſengers were 


all in health, he loſt only three Children on the Voyage, and

* Paſſengers of Capt. Smith's Behaviour, who all agree he did 
every thing in his Power to help and aſſiſt them.

*© was out of what was landed, ſufficient for a Journey of ten

The Reader will doubtleſs be follicitous to know from what 
cauſe could proceed fo great a Mortality in one Ship; ſuch un- 
interrupted health in another and of nearly equal burthen ; fit- 
ted out in the ſame Port, at the ſame time, with the like Pro- 
viſions, and an equal number of Paſſengers. 


The Committee have examined into this Affair, with all 
poſſible Attention. The ſurviving Paſſengers, upon the cloſeſt 
enquiry, confirm that good Opinion of the Captains Humanity, 
Diligence and Care, which his former Conduct has acquired. 


One important Circumſtance however has occured to the 
Committee, which as it may be of ſervice to future Embarka- 
tions, ought not to be concealed from the Public. 


It is well known in the Neighbourhood of this City, that the 
Months of Auguſt and September, while the Germans lay En- 


camped were remarkably hot and dry.

That incredible Numbers of the City- populace daily crowded 


about theſe People, adding to the Duſt, the ſtifling Heats, and 


unavoidable Ill conſequences of a Multitude confined in a nar- 
row Space. 


Many of the Germans were taken ill of Fevers, reſembling 
thoſe of unhealthy Camps; and divers thus affected were car- 
ried on board Capt. Hammet's Ship. Thoſe who had the 
charge of this Embarkation would gladly have prevailed upon 
the Sick to ſtay till they were recovered, but in vain; the Sick 


themſelves and their Relations, preſſing for a ſpeedy De- 
parture. | 


The Sickneſs thus carried on board, ſpread itſelf to others ; 
the fear at laſt became General : and fear in theſe Caſes, is little 
leſs than Fatality itſelf. _ 


Doctor Millegen's Report of the Nature of the Fever confirms 
this Opinion, as it is ſuppoſed by Phyſicians that the Goal and 
Camp Fever are moſtly the ſame in kind, though differing ſome- 
times in particular Symptoms. This obvious inſtructive Hint will 
occur from theſe Remarks : That when numbers of People are 
to Embark in the ſame Veſſel, and for a long Voyage, no Per- 


ſon in a Fever apparently of this kind, ought upon any account 


whatſoever to be admitted amongſt them. 


For at Sea, the Sick cannot be removed beyond the ſphere 


of Infection, as upon Land; and the Aſſiſtants only be left 
expoſed to Danger. In a Ship, every Individual is within its 
Reach, and without the poſſibility of an eſcape. 


From the beſt Information the Committee have been able to 
obtain, it appears, that all who were put on Board Capt. Smith's 
Veſſel, which failed only a few Days before Capt. Hammet, 
where quite in Health : This ſtrengthens the Suſpicion, that 
the real Cauſe is here aſſigned for the Mortality in the Dragon. 


The Committee thought it not improper to ſuggeſt theſe Re- 
eCtions to the Public, though with juſt. deference to the Opi- 
nion of better Judges.

From the Letters received from the Lieutenant Governor, and 
the Agents to this Committee the Reader will obſerve, that the 
Act for granting this Bounty was expired before the Arrival of 
theſe Emigrants. Nevertheleſs, the Governor and Aſſembly, 
entered ſo thoroughly into the benevolent Intentions of His Ma- 
Jeſty, the requeſts of the Committee, and the Diftreſs of theſe 
poor People, as to engage in this affair with the utmoſt Expe- 
dition : The Governor in his Specch to the General Aſſembly 
which met January the 11th, 1765, acquaints them, 
<© That during their receſs a conſiderable Number of German 
«© Proteſtants have arrived here, whom His Majeſty has been 
4 graciouſly pleaſed to order to be ſettled in this Province in a 


* body; part of whom, are already ſet out of Town for that 
<< purpole. 


That theſe unhappy People, brought into England by a 
<< perfon unable to perform his Engagements to them, were left 
«« deftitute, and fell into the moſt extreme Diſtreſs in London; 
from which as ſoon as it reached the Royal Ear, they were 
* raiſed by His Majeſty's compaſſionate and bountiful Hand, 
© and a Number of Gentlemen in London, led by the great 
Example of the King by liberal Contributions, provided for 
<< their Subſiſtence, and to render the Charity compleat, ex- 
< tended it to their Eſtabliſhment in Carolina, until their own 
<© Induftry may ſupply them on their own Lands. 


te Notwithſtanding all Precautions taken by the Committee 
© of London, intruſted with the Management of the charitable 
«© Contributions for the Support of theſe poor Germans, to ſe- 
* cure their Health, during the Voyage, the Paſſengers of one 
&« Ship arrived very ſick, that he had lodged them in the Bar- 
< racks, ordered them Blankets, and other Neceſſaries from the 
e Stores there, a Phyſician, and Nurſes to attend them. That 
© by theſe means, under God's Bleſſing, though ſeveral died 
<« foon after their Arrival, the reſt were now on the Recovery.,— 
& The Committee of London, have defired that the Bounty 
© uſually given to new Settlers, may be paid to their Agents 
« here, to be applied towards the Subſiſtence of theſe Emi- 
8 “grants; 
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grants; which although that Law is not at preſent in force, 
* he doubted not, from the good faith, which this Province has 
* always maintained will be readily complied with: That he 
c could not forbear being thus particular in communicating this 
Event to them ;” and adds, This noble Inſtance of private 
« Britiſh Charity warms me, and muſt affect yours and every 
„ humane Heart, with a moſt ſenſible Pleaſure : As it demands 
* our Praiſe, it will, I am certain engage our Imitation.” 


To this Speech the Council reply That while they find 
4e themſelves greatly affected, at the Diſtreſſes of the poor de- 
© luded Germans, their Hearts glow with a very ſenſible Plea- 
& ſure when they reflect on the noble Inſtance of Britiſh Bounty, 
© they experienced in the ſpeedy Relief afforded them by the 
{© liberal Contributions of their Fellow-ſubje&s at home, in- 
<* fluenced thereto by the great Example of their moſt Graci- 
< ous Sovereign; they aſſure his Honour that they would con- 
« tribute every thing in their Power to compleat the happy 
* Eſtabliſhment of theſe Emigrants, and perfect the Work which 
% his Honour's great Care, and Attention to their Health and 
% Proſperity had ſo well begun.” 


The Commons Houſe of Aſſembly of the ſaid Province, 
likewiſe acquainted the Governor That he might be particu- 
„ larly aſſured, that all due Attention ſhould be paid to his 
* recommendation concerning the German Proteſtants, and 
though the law relative to this Matter was not at preſent in 
« force, yet that good Faith which this Province has always 
© maintained, and which his Honour made them happy in de- 
" claring on this Occafion, doubted not would be maintained, 
© ſhall be readily complied with.” | 


From theſe Circumſtances the Committee have the ſtrongeſt 
Reaſons. to apprehend, that the ſame Bounty will be granted to 
theſe people, as hath been heretofore allowed to foreign Pro- 
teſtants ſettling in Carolina; and that notwithſtanding the 
nnavoidable Expence of their Embarkation, Subſiſtence 
and Conveyance to their Settlements, and ſome inci- 

dental

dental charges here, not yet aſcertained, there may. ſtill remain 2 
Balance in the Treaſurers Hand. This be it what it may, ſhalt 
be faithfully-reported-to the Contributors, as ſoon as the Accounts 
can be cloſed, which the Committee expect will be in the courſe 
of a few. Months, 


The Committee are not ignorant that ſome attempts have been 
made to depreciate the Kindneſs of the Public on this Occafion ; 
but to every conſiderate perſon the Relief of theſe poor People 


muſt appear an Act of abſolute Neceſſity, and againſt which no 
reaſonable Objection can be framed. 


In reſpe& to the mode of relieving them, the Committee 
do not recollect any Expence that could have been avoided ; at 
the ſame time that they wiſhed to help theſe unfortunate Strangers 
effectually, they did not forget that Frugality ought to accom- 
pany every act of Public Benevolence. 


To provide for their immediate Subſiſtence was unavoidable. 
The Public feeling of their Diſtreſs ſoon ſupplied the means of 
doing it and more: It then became neceflary to conſider of their 
farther Deſtination, To ſend them back to Germany would 


perhaps have been the ſmalleſt Expence; But it was againſt their 
Inclination, and would perhaps have been entailing upon them 


both Want and Diſgrace. 


It admitted not of a Doubt, but as it was their Inclination, fo 
it would be a Public Benefit to ſend them to ſome of our Colo- 


nies, whereby they might at once get a comfortable Livelihood, 


add Strength to the Province they were ſent to, and repay to 
this Country the Obligations conferred on them, by their future 


Induſtry. 


Autumn was beginning when they arrived here : and Winter 
would have been commenced in the Northern Colonies before 
they could have got thither. There they muſt have becn long 
maintained at a great Expence, before they could poſſibly have 
procured from the Earth the leaſt Support. 


South-Carolina has not its Proportion of white Inhabitants : 


the Winters are mild and ſhort, and the Earth early capable 
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of Cultivation. It ſoon affords ſufficient Subſiſtence, and _ 
warm, requires leſs Cloathing. 


The generous Encouragement tren by the Inhabitants of that 
Province to uſeful Strangers was another Motive: and tho” this 
ſource of Relief was then dried up, it has been opened on this 
Occaſion with a Chearfulneſs and Diſpatch that does Honour to 
every branch of the Legiſlature, 
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
